was mentioned not in a complain- 
ing attitude, but with gratefull- 
ness for her opportunity to serve 
with him. 

He had started his publishing 
business on a shoe string, so to 
speak. In the four years he pub- 
lished‘‘The Helper”, it expanded 
a great deal, but still not beyond 
his capacity to take care of most 
of the details personaly. His health 
had been fairly good, though he 
knew he was afflicted with an- 
gina pectoris which slowed him 
some. He arose on the morning of 
his death and started his daily 
tasks; he was stricken with a 
heart attack about 9:30 a.m.; tak- 
en to a hospital about noon and 
died about 7 p.m., never regain- 
ing consciouness from the opiate 
administered him earlier. 

The first problem after his 
death, in relation to his publish- 
ing business, was to finish the 
December number of “The Help- 
er.” The printer had most of the 
information but it had to be proof- 
ed, the indexes had to be made 
and others matters taken care of. 
Since publication some mistakes 
have come to light, probably more 
than would have been the case had 
he been here. 

The next problem was the mail- 
ing list. He was right in the mid- 
dle of changing the system of 
listing the subscribers. We are

The keeping of records is as old 
as the human race. It is one 
avocation, vocation or hobby in 
which the Lord, Himself has given 
the stamp of approval. This anc- 
ient and honorable activity has 
been engaged in by the greatest 
and most civilized people of all 
times. The keeping of records by 
man forms the story of civiliza- 
tion, 

The Holy Bible, the greatest re- 
cord of all, aside from containing 
the words and teachings of the 
Savior, is of inestimable value be- 
cause of its many genealogies, 
which were carefully compiled by 
faithful writers. The Old Testa- 
ment stands as an example of the 
best in record keeping. A true 
and complete record of man con- 
tains not only the genealogies of 
man, but his daily doings, his 
thoughts, his movements, and the 
happenings of the day in which he 
lives. 

Genesis, first book in the Old 
Testament is very important to 
us because of the genealogies of 
the beginning of the human race, 
and, has there ever been a journal 
kept by modern man the equal of 
the story in Exodus? It is the 
record of the movements of a 
great people. Leviticus is a record

MANY NEW SUBSCRIBERS 

A flood of mail has come in 
since distributing the December 
Exchange Edition and announce- 
ment of the “Two-for-One Sale.” 
Over a thousand new subscribers 
have been added to our list. We 
have received many compliments 
and a few complaints. The kicks 
came mostly from those who had 
mot received their “Helper” or 
who had been left out of the di- 
rectory of Genealogists by some 
slip-up. These complaints we ap- 
preciate. They indicate the import- 
ance of “The Helper’. We hope to 
eliminate some of these mistakes 
by inviting everyone who desires 
to be registered in the next Dec- 
cember Exchange Edition to send 
in their registration as soon as 
possible. Father had considerable 
dificulty in arranging and sorting 
all the information sent in because 
of the short time he had allowed 
for receiving the data. You will 
find a registration blank with 
each issue of “The Helper’ from 
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now on. Gathering and arranging 
the registrations and listings early 
will do away with a lot of the 
last-minute rush, which, we are 
sure, caused the errors. Filling 
out your registration blank now, 
will assure that you will be listed 
—many have acknowledged they 
were not listed in the last number 
because of some slip-up on their 
part. 
REGISTER EARLY 

The price for registration will 
remain the same as last year, if 
your entry is typewritten. If it 
is written by hand, there will be 
an extra charge for typing and 
returning it to you for proofing. 
We have found by sad experience, 
the interpretation of handwritten 
entries has caused considerable 
grief. To distinguish all the let- 
ters of even the best handwritten 
material is hard and with genea- 
logical work it is of utmost im- 
portance that names and places 
be spelled correctly. We are mak- 
ing this typing service available 
as we know it is impossible for 
all to have access to a typewriter. 
The same policy will carry through 
with the advertisements—all hand- 
written material will be typed and 
returned for proofing, with a small 
extra charge for this service. 

Registration of your name and 
address, with the designation as 
to whether you are a professional, 
amateur or family genealogist, 
will cost 25c for the December 
1951 Directory of Genealogists, if 
your entry is typewritten. If it is 
handwritten the cost will be 30c. 
For listings under your name the 
cost will be 5c per word if typed 
or 5%c per word if not—%%c per 
word for typing and returning for 
proofing. 

ADVERTISING 

In the past our rate for classi- 
fied advertising has been three 
cents per word for your name and 
address and for each word in the 
ad. This will remain the same for 
the present, if you type all the in- 
formation. If it is hand written 
there will be an extra charge of 
%c per word. Display advertising 
has_ been $1.00 per column inch, 

until further notice will re- 

main the same if the information 
is printed or typed. An extra 
charge of %c per word will be 
made if your copy is written by 
hand. This should make our work 
more accurate and of greater 
value to all concerned. 

ERRATA COLUMN ADDED 

Errors will plague us despite all 
precautions and we are starting 
with this issue an Errata col- 
umn. Your help in bringing to 
light any errors you find in this 
publication, past, present, or fu- 
ture, will be appreciated. 
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Abbreviations such as N.Y., 
N.C., count as one word in both 
the listing or names in the Ex- 
change and in the advertising. 
If in your listing for the Exchange, 
you will group together the names 
from one state or country we will 
print the abbreviation of the state 
or country following them without 
charge. Otherwise, we will charge 
for the name and the abreviation 
following it at the regular rate. 
Many registrants have listed only 
the surnames of the lines in which 
they are interested. Much of the 
value of their listing is thus lost. 
Merely to say you want to ex- 
change data on the Miller. line 
helps little. There are hundreds of 
Miller families with no connection 
whatsoever. To say Miller (Md.) 
marrows the field considerably: 
Miller, (Charles Co. Md.) is bet-

It will cost very 
little more, but will produce far 
better results. As an example of 
the cost: Miller, or Miller (Md.) 
costs 5c, (when listed with all the 
other names you have from Md.) 
Miller (Charles Co. Md.) cost 15c 
and the last and best illustration 
only 30c. (No charge for listing 
the state or country in any case.) 

Several suggestions have come 
offering the above thought. One 
a professional genealogist, 
says people write to her saying 
they are interested in the Smith 
or Jones line and hope she can 
give them some help. Of course, 
she can not, until they give more 
detail as to names, places, dates 
etc.

(Vt.); Ransom, (Ct.); Shaffer, 
(Pa.). You know her Browns, etc., 
came from Massachusetts, and her 
Allens from Vermont which helps 
considerably. If your Browns came 
from England there would be littie 
use in answering that inquiry. As 
previously stated, there will be no 
charge for printing (Mass.), (Vt.) 
etc if all names from the various 
states or countries are listed to- 
gether or if you give more detail 
on your line.

of the laws regulating the lives 
and movements of the people. The 
book called Numbers, is as the 
name of the book indicates, the 
record of the various tribes, who 
they were, and how many in each 
tribe, even to the counting of the 
whole tribe of Israel. 


As a fitting conclusion to these 


first four books in the Bible all 
that was said in them was re- 
peated and summarized in the fifth 
book called Deuteronomy. A care- 
ful reading of these books will re- 
veal Moses, the writer, as an un- 
surpassed record keeper. 


Chronicles is also another ex- 
ample of record keeping that has 
been handed down to us. In this 
book was kept the annals of the 
day. A comprehensive and chron- 
ological order of daily events was 
kept. Isaiah represents another 
type of record keeping, that of 
teaching people how to live ac- 
cording to the word of God. His 
is an example of the great thinker 
recording his thoughts and super- 
ior knowledge for the future bene- 
fit of generations to come. 

Are we a record keeping people ? 
Someone has said that if we fail 
to hold our dead in remembrance 
we shall in turn become forgotten. 
The record we make now will in 
turn become the future story of 
civilization.

against time in this work and 


want every minute to count. Are 
you mindful of them in the 
questions you ask? Do you make 
it as easy for them to answer 
your questions as possible? Be as 
considerate as you can in all your 
correspondence. No one will ever 
reach perfection in this matter, 
but we can strive for it. 

The second phase is very close- 
ly connected with first. To save 
your time and the time of all 
concerned, give a time and place 
with every name you inquire a- 
bout. This applies to your adver- 
tising and your letter writing— 
your queries to the Question Box 
or to a library. WITH EVERY 
NAME GIVE A TIME AND A 
PLACE. Some times you may not 
have this on every name you are 
seeking data on but you will have 
something, either on their child- 
ren or their parents which serves 
as the next best means of identi- 
fication. 

We are reprinting here, an art- 
icle which appeared in the June 
1948 number of the Genealogical 
Helper, by Walter M. Everton. It 
serves to emphasize our point 
which cannot be stressed too 
much. 

“Genealogy is sort of a Siamese 
twin. It is inseparably connected 
to Time and Place. If you cut it 
loose from it’s twin it will always 
die. We wish we could impress 
this on the minds of those who 
are interested in our Question 
Box. We are quite anxious to help 
those who submit queries and we 
could often be very much more 
helpful if we had a little more in- 
formation. We have a couple of 
letters on our desk now something 
like this “We will be very pleased 
if you can give us some informa- 
tion concerning Jared Powell who 
married Ann Smith.” It doesn’t 
say if they live in Maine, California, 
or Yorkshire. There is nothing to 
say whether Jared was an early 
land owner in Virginia, a soldier 
in the Revolutionary War or a 
resident of Los Angeles whose 
name we might find in the tele- 
phone directory. 

“Then sometimes they make it 
still more abstract, as “Can you 
give me some genealogy of Parker 
line.” We would like to know 
what Parker, where and when? 

“Here are some suggestions for 
those who are writing for gene- 
alogical information. They apply 
to those who write to genealogical 
libraries, to genealogists, or to 
friends and relatives. 

“1. Be sure to give the correct 
name of the person about whom 
you inquire. If it is necessary to 
write to some relative to get it 
right, do that first and write your 
letter later. There is a big dif- 
ference between John Adams and 
John Quincy Adams, between 
Joseph Smith and Joseph F. Smith

Our readers are invited to submit thel: genealogical queries 
to be answered in this section. We shall attempt to analyze the 
problems and to give the information needed to carry on research. 
We do not attempt to do extended research for anyone, either 


for pay or otherwise. 


Each query should pertain to one person or one couple. Give 
all the information you can such as traditions about ancestors, 
dates, place of residence, date and place of marriage and date 
and place of children’s birth, religion, military service, occupa- 


tion, etc. 


Each query should be written on a separate sheet of paper. 
Never on the same sheet as a letter or a subscription. Queries 
written on a paper with other matter are very apt to be over- 


looked and not printed. 


Those who submit queries should write their name and ad- 


dress on each and every query 


Queries of general] interest on any subject that pertains to

Had 
nine children: Wesley, Benjamin, 
William, Zachary Taylor (Ruff), 
Marhall (Tip), Doruthula, Dokera, 
Pat, and Frances. Believed to be 
a descendant either of William 
Henry Gaines who married Isa- 
bella Pendleton, or of his bro- 
ther James who married Mary 
Pendleton, as their descendants 
settled in North and South Car- 
olina, Georgia and Tennessee, near 
Nashville and Memphis, which is 
only a short distance from Cold- 
water, Miss. He had a married sis- 
ter living in Memphis, Tennessee 
at the time of his death, but her 
name is not known to me. 

She has a complete record of 
Captain James Gaines (American 
Rev. Officer) and his sons, Gen- 
eral Edmund Pendleton Gaines, 
and George Strather Gainies 
and does not want this line of the 
family.

About 1785 he moved to 
Culpepper Co., Va., where he re- 
mained until 1803, at which time 
he moved to Ohio, first settling at 
Chillicothe, where he left his fam- 
ily while he went to Logan co. 
About 1805-6 he went back for 
his family and brought them all 
to Logan Co., settling near Mid- 
deburg. He was one of the first 
organizers of the Quaker Society 
in Logan Co., so no doubt be- 
longed to the Quaker Society in 
Va., but the records of the Cul- 
pepper Va. Monthly Meetings 
seem to be missing. 

ANSWER: I understand the pub- 
lishers of the Encyclopedia of 
American Quaker Genealogists 
will soon publish a new volume 
containing records of the Meetings 
in Va. It may be that this book 
will be helpful.

He 
may have been a brother of Wil- 
liam and Rebecca. In the Nort- 
hampton Co., Penna. Wills, a 
Thomas Hughs, Lebanon, Soldier, 
made a will as his sisters 
and brother, Sarah, John and 
Unis Stooksberry—probated June 
6, 1765. He had a brother, Rich- 
ard Hughs, whom he named first 
in his will, which makes me think 
that his mother’s second husband 
was a Stooksberry. 

ROBERTSON, ILL. 

Alice Cutler, 600 N. Holmes 
Ave., Idaho Falls, is seeking in- 
formation on Nicholas Robertson, 
b. 1801, Christian Co. Ky., d. 
Walkersville, Green Co. Ill, 1852. 
Mrs. Cutler says, the American 
Historical Magazine for 1908 has 
some information on the Robert- 
sons, but I have been unable to 
locate any. 

ANSWER: I found numerous ref- 
erencse to Robertsons in various 
books and magazines, but it is 
quite hard to conect to these older 
families. In 1790 there were 681 
Robertson families in the U.S. 
117 of them were in Pa., 94 in 
Va., 168 in N.C. And Nicholas 
Robertson of Ky. might have de- 
scended from the Robertsons of 
any of these states. Christian Co. 
of the time was a new county the 
parents of Nicholas were not born 
there. They were b. in some other 
state. Wills are very good source 
for Genealogical information. 
When I looked at Va. Wills I 
found 27 counties with Robertson 
Wills and some as high as 18 of 
them in one county, so it would 
be quite difficult to connect the 
family up unless we could find 
from records in Chirstian Co. who 
the parents of this man are. 
CONWAY, VA. 

Mrs. W H. Conway, 307 ,ist 
St., Fairmont ,Va., quotes a lot 
of genealogical information con- 
cerning the Conway family. In 
1722 James Conway and his wife, 
Elizabeth Shiply Conway with 
their sons Jeremiah and Thomas 
and one daughter, Mary sailed 
from Birkenhead, Liverpool for 
the James River Settlement on the 
ship “Gray Swan”, 1722, and land- 
ed Prince George Co., Va. She says 
the Conway family history line- 
age and their emigration is re- 
corded in the records of the In- 
ternational Genealogy Society of 
London, England. It begins with 
Thomas Conaway of Conaway 
Manor, son of “Bard” John Cona- 
way, and his Welch wife, Mahala 
Conaway, Thomas was b. 1612. 
The record goes on to name the 
descendants as (1) Thomas Con- 
away, (2) Joseph Conaway, b. 
1669, (3) James, b. 1698, (4) 
Thomas Conaway, b. 1718. Mrs. 
Conway writes, I wrote to Lon- 
don and found there was no In- 
ternational Genealogical Society 
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there or any -record of any having 
been there. She would like proof 
of above information, which is 
given in considerable detail in this 
record. 

HERCY, ENG. 

Frank Littlefield, 140 Telford 

St., Alcoa, Tenn. woud like data 
on Nathanial Hercy (Hersey, Her- 
see, Hearsey, Harsie, etc.,) who 
died in Reading Birkshire, Eng., 
1628. He was probably a descend- 
ant of Sir Malvicius de Hercy, 
who m. Theophania, daughter of 
Gilbert d’Arches. Baron of Gove. 
This Sir Malvicius was living in 
the year 1210. 
ANSWER: From 1210 to 1629 is 
400 years. We have no record of 
the number of men of this name 
in England at that time and whe- 
ther they were in any way related 
400 years would be 12 generations 
and that would mean more than 
4,000 other ancestors besides Mal- 
vicius. I see no reason who we 
should say he was probably a de- 
scendat as there may have been 
a hundred other men named Hercy 
in England.

His heirs, Judy and 
Benjamine, drew their father’s 
bounty. They were from Wake Co. 
N.C.

Three publications have come 
to our desk in the past month or 
so which we feel are worthy of 
comment—the Canadian Genealog- 
ical Bulletin Vol. 1, No. 3; The 
Florida Pioneer Vo.1 1, No. 1 and 
No. 2; and John Rudolph Waymire 
and the First Three Generations 
of his Descendants by Dr. Wm. M. 
Reser. 


The Canadian Genealogical Bul- 
letin is edited by Frank E. Hill- 
man, 478 Sherman Ave., S., Ham- 
ilton, Ont. Canada. It is isssued 
quarterly at $1.00 per year. An 
excellent article on saving time for 
genealogists with whom you cor- 
respond, fits right in with our 
article “Time and Place Element” 
in this issue. Quoting Mr. Hillman 
on help you may need in Canada 
“Stripped of all literary enbroid- 
ery and four dollar words I should 
urge the “query” folks in this 
Bulletin to play ball with our Can- 
adian researchers, and you will 
find a friendly response from this 
side of the border and help galore. 
I have enough respect for my fel- 
low Canadians to know such is the 
case, many personal contacts and 
correspondence assures me help is 
forth-coming from all parts of 
Canada for Genealogical acceler- 
ation.” 

We take issue with him on an- 
other of his articles, however. Our 
understanding of a professional 
or amateur genealogist is some- 
what different than his .We quote 
his article in full. 


OBSERVATION 


“It appears obvious to me that a 
genealogist is being forced to des- 





ignate himself as “Amateur” or) 


“Professional” when registering 
with American societies or Amer- 
ican directories. Here is an ob- 
servation by a competent gen- 
ealogist. John E. Cussans, Brit- 
ish Authority, states in the Hand- 
book of Heraldry (Chatto and 
Windus Picc. London, page 334)— 

“The U.S. has many earnest and 
capable genealogist, but as far as 
I know, and I have taken pains 
to know, there is absolutely no 
professional worthy of the title— 
it would be a national boon if 
some incorruptible authority, ana- 
logous to the British College of 
Heralds could be _ established 
among them.” 

“To arrange in tabular form, to 
exhibit clearly and concisely the 
lineal descent of a family, is a 
mechanical employment’ which 
anyone who can read and write 
can easily learn and accomplish in 
a few hours and rightfully clas- 
sify himself as a FAMILY GEN- 
EALOGIST. 

“However, it would be a pre- 
sumption to call oneself a pro- 
fessional, knowing that in the full 
scale of the subject, the reading 
of ancient arms, heraldry, deci- 
phering manuscripts of medieval 
origin etc., very few on this con- 
tinent could be so classified.

PROFESSIONAL adj. 3. we find: 
Engaging for livehood or gain in 
an actively pursued, usually or 
often, for noncommercial satisfac- 
tions by amateurs; as, a profes- 
sional golf player; a professional 
soldier. And under PROFESSION- 
AL n.1. One who engages in any- 
thing professionally;—In sports, 
genearlly one who has competed 
in any sport for a stake, or purse 
of for gate money, or with a pro- 
fessional for a prize, or who has 
taught or trained in sports or 
athletics for pay, is officially re- 
garded as a professional. Amateur 
is defined as a non-professional. 


The only reason for the designa- 
tion—amateur or professional— 
in genealogical work is to segre- 
gate those who are doing work for 
the pleasure derived, from those 
who charge for their services. And 
according to the above it is jus- 
tifiable. Many amateurs may be 
more proficient than those clas- 
sed as professional, but any one 
who decides they want to ask or 
take pay for their genealogical 
work should be designated as a 
professional genealogist. This is 
no reflection on those taking up, or 
in this profession, a livelihood 
must be gained and no other pro- 
fession could be more honorable. 
We know that we have various 
grades of amateurs and the same 
is true of the professionals, “By 
their fruits, Ye shall know them.” 

As to whether anyone, either 
on this side of the Atlantic or 
the other, is worthy of being de- 
signated “professional” by the 
other common usage of the word, 
we'll not argue.
